Action Against Italian News- 
papers Is Expected to Be 
Taken at Once. 





CHICAGO, Feb. 27.—A plot to murder 
a Chicago priest at the altar of his 
church—just as Father Leo Heiprichs 
of Denver was slain—was hatched in 
Chicago and frustrated almost by 
chances according to the Rev. Father 
FE. M. Dunne, chancellor of the. arch- 
diocese. 

This information was given out by 
Father Dunne yesterday to prove fur- 
ther his contention that the murder in 
St. Elizabeth’s Churen in Denver was 
planned by anarchistic anti-clericals in 
Chicago. The murder in Denver was 
similar in every respect to the one 
planned several months previous in 
which the Rev. Father Pasquale Ren- 
zullo, pastor of St. Roch’s Church at 
Chicago Heights, was to have been the 
victim. 

To Request Arrests, 

Father Dunne will hold a conference 
today with cuief Shippey to ask fer 
certain arrests and another with United 
States District Attorney Sims and Col. 
James k. Stuart, Chief of Postoffice In- 
spectors, looking toward the prosecution 
of editors of Italian newspapers’ in 
which diatribes against the clergy of 
the city are made. Charges of criminal 
libel may also be made. Father Ren- 
zullo was for a time Chancellor Dunne’s 
ssistant at the Guardian Angel (Italian) 
Chureh on Forquer street. 

The first information of the planned 
Chicago assassination was given Father 
Renzuallo in a letter from an Italian in 
Chicago Heights. The name of this man 
is held a secret by Father Dunne, who 
claims that should their informant be 
kpown he would be killed. 

Accused Men Escape. 

The information was given to Lee H. 
Ilook, Mayor of Chicago Heights, and 
the police were notified. The men picked 
for the assassination in some manner 
got wind of the prospective arrest and 
disappeared.

A Coroner’s inquest will determine 
whether the death of Stratis Pratogaltis 
at 7 a. m. Thursday in the observation 
ward of the City Hospital was due to 
acute mania or to a wound on the head 
suffered when he climbed to the top of 
the iron gates of his cell and huried 
himself head first to the cement floor. 

Supt. Kirchner says the wound had 
all the symptoms of a fracture of the 
skull. But, on the other hand, he says 
there have been infrequent cases of 
sudden death from acute mania. 

Not Securely Strapped. 

He is making an investigation to as- 
certain through whose carelessness the 
man, who was violently insane, was not 
Securely strappe«a to his cot. 

Pratogaltis, 33- years old, 
7938 Oberbeck street, was taken to the 
hospital for observation a week ago. 
He became violently insane, and his 
cries, which did not cease even at night, 
kept the ward and the one beneath it 
in an uproar. He attempted to wound 
himself by striking his head against thie 
wall, and was then put in straps. 

Climbs Ten Feet. 

Wednesday night he was either left 
unstrapped or found it possible to re- 
move his fetters. He climbed to the 
top of the bars, about ten feet from the 
floor, and dashed himself down. 

He was picked up unconscious. 
died 12 hours later.
